but that the Settlement was made agreeable to the Inſtruftions and Inh- 
tentions of Mr. George Evelyn. 


But to remove all manner of Doubt concerning Mr. George Evelys's In- 
tentions herein, He was, whilſt this Conveyance was preparing, Adviſed, 
and Importunately preſs'd by his Councel,” to'Reſerve to himfelf-a Power 
of Revocation ; but he reaſonably ſuſpeting what Clamours he might be 


' Subje& to from his Grand Daughters (all-which had been' very largely pro- 


vided for ; yet one of them lately *Marrying one Dr. Fulham, a Ctergy- 
man, he has raiſed this: Clamour after ſo many +Years SatisfaCtion under 
the Settlement) and alſo maturely canfidering the Circumſtances of his 
Family, poſitively refuſed to' have any Reſtraint upon the Eſtates Tayl, 
I:mited to his Brother and Nephew ſucceſſively, as aforeſaid.
